Here he was a farmer ; became a free 
holder in 1666; his will, dated 20th May, 1697, mentions himself 
as ** aged;" will proved 27th June, 1709 ; he made a deed to his 
son, Elias, 25th March, 1708-9 ; his wife was living at date of his 

will; shed. . No inventory of his estate has been found, 

but from the amount of property with which his name is connected 
it is inferred that he was a man of *^ considerable means." 



It is a tradition that two brothers of John Magoun also came 
over, one of whom settled in New Hampshire while John settled 
in Massachusetts, and that one of the brothers soon returned, to 
Scotland. Probably Jonathan Magoun, resident of Hingham, 
Mass., in 1657, is one of them, and the brother who returned, and 
Henry Magoun, resident of Dover and Exeter, N. H., between 1657 
and 1665, the other. A number of descendants of Henry are in 
Boston and vicinity, and the Rev. Elias Magoun, a prominent Bap- 
tist clergyman of New York State, is also his descendant, 

John Magoun (I) had two dwelling houses in Scituate, the 
one on or connected with land he bought of George Russell of 
Duxbury, in 1693, though it is not clear whether he bought or 
built the house, he gave during his lifetime to his son James, who 
occupied it at the date of his father's will, in which the gift to him 
was confirmed. The dwelling house he occupied at the time of his 
death he probably built about 1666 on Iknd purchased from Robert 
and Lucy Barker in 1663 (deed acknowledged 1666,) this dwelling 
he bequeathed to his son John. (II); it is now standing in Pem- 
broke on the road a little above the " Magoun Cemetery " and on 
the opposite side of the street. It is two stories in front and orig- 
inally ran down to one story at the back (" li^an-to ") with two 
rooms and a hall between in tront, and a large central chimney ; 
the front door was originally fastened with a bar across ; the walls 
were lined with brick as a protection against Indians. It had a 
fine well of excellent water with the old-fashioned well sweep; his 
land at the back of his house extended to the North River ; this 
river became noted later for its ship yards ; he also owned a por- 
tion of a large tract of land bordering on the South on Buzzard's 
Bay, the whole tract purchased of the " late Governor Josiah Wins- 
low, Esq., and Major William Bradford Treasurer " prior to 1680. 

John (II) left this house to his son John (III), whose son John 
(IV) had it; his son John (V), who was a cabinet maker and car- 
penter, had it very much improved ; he raised the back of the 
house to a full story ; dying before his father, the place passed to 
his elder brother Elias (V), and after him to his younger son 
Luther (VI) who occupied it with his family until 1868, improv- 
ing it, and in 1837-8 erecting all the buildings now in rear of the 
house ; he improved and enlarged the house, making a fine stone 



cellar under the East half of it, and deepened the well, now never 
failing, which is still used with a sweep. About a hundred or 
more years ago there was a saw mill on the place, the brook that 
runs through the place furnishing the power, but only part of the 
raceway remains ; have not found when it was built The place is 
now owned by his heirs, his son John having charge of it. It is 
now (Spring of 1893) unoccupied,
